Eisenhower said on a nation­ 
wide television-radio broadcast that i 
rn "top secret document of the De-' 
tense Department," which he said] 
turned up in a morning paper yes-' 
terday, set forth a military esti­ 
mate in September, 1947, that "the 
military occupation of South Korea 
is not essential to the military se­ 
curity of the United States." . 
The political decision to with­ 
draw IJ.S. troops was made two 
years later in 1949, Elsenhower 
said and now his opposition is 
claiming ihis secret military esti­ 
mate was responsible for the de­ 
cision. 
“If that is true.” the general 
said, "they are saying, 'We abdi­ 
cated our civilian responsibility’ 
and they took a military view two 
years old as their alibi." 
The general appeared on a ques­ 
tion and answer program with four 
prominent Republican women. One 
of them was Mrs. Robert Patter­ 
son, widow of the late secretary of 
war. 
The appearance on the TV-radlo 
program capped 
a day of cam­ 
paigning In the New York area. 
Elsenhower put in six hours on 
an 80-mile motor parade, 65 miles 
of it through crowded l.ong Island. 
where he told people the adminis­ 
tration has let them down and 
"robbed" them of their pride In 
the government. 
On the trip, and on the program 
last night, the general repeated 
that he intends to go to Korea lf 
he becomes president. •
